Her friends in London were still 
worried today because she appar- 
ently was very tired and had not 
recovered from the strain of the 
flight. Therefore Mrs. Guest will 
make every effort to insure privacy 
and quiet for her guest. . 

Guard From Scotiand Yard. 

Every luxury is obtainable in 
the big mansion where Miss Ear- 
Wert is staying, her hosts even 
having their own plane and pilot 
constantly on hand as otber peo- 


ple have automobiles and chauf- 
feurs. 

Scotland Yard took Miss Ear- 
hart under its protection today to 
guard her from too ardent ad- 
mirers and cranks. 

She has been nearly rushed off 
her feet by admiring crowds, most- 
ly women and girls eager to see 
the first woman to fly across the 
Atlantic. Each arrival of the 
postman adds to her fast accumu- 
lating stack of mail. Most of the 
lett@s are congratulations but 
there is a sprinkling of queer re- 
quests. 

The number of crank letters 
alarmed her friends.

GALENA, Mo., June 17.—Lack- 
ing the national background of the 
Proposed Boulder Canyon dam 
across the Colorado River, but il- 
lustrating the apparently inevitable 
conflict of interests in the develop- 
ment of any water power project, 
the proposed construction of a dam 
across White River at Table Rock, 
east of here, today holds a large 
share of attention of residents of 
Southwest Missouri and part of 
Northwest Arkansas. 

And throughout the controversy 
one may see the trail of propa- 


ganda molded in the interests of a 
large and powerful utility corpora- 
tion, traceable now and then di- 
rectly to the doors of the corpora- 
tion and at other times to the 
doors of thoss actuated by having 
their own axes -to grind in the 
event the project is completed. 

On the one hand is the Empire 
District Electric Co., having head- 
quarters at Joplin, owning and op- 
erating the dam across White 
River at Powersite, the foot of 
Lake Taneycomo, and wholesaling 
electric current to various distrib- 
uting companies and towns 
throughout Southwest Missouri. | 
The company is an H. L. Doherty 
enterprise. 

Court Opposes Corporation. 

On the other hand are the Stone 
County Court, other officials; and 
many of the residents of a county 
which has not shared equally with 
several other counties in the devel- 
opment of the Ozark region. 

An application on the part of the 
company for a permit to construct 
the proposed dam is pending be- 


sion in Washington. The applica- 
tion recently was approved by the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, following a hearing in Jef- 
ferson City. 

Representatives of the compeny 
and the #tone County Court have 
been unable thus far to agree on 
a settlement of various problems 
involved, including highways ard 
bridgas to replace those inundated, 
provision for schoolhouses now oc- 
cupying land that will be sub- 
merged, removal of bodies from 
century-old burying grounds, and 
other questions naturally arising in 
the completion of such a project. 

Plans proposed by the Emrire 
company call for the constructio. 
of a dam at Table Rock that will 
cost $16,500,000. The lake thus 
formed would submerge 29,000 


acres, mostly bottom land, and 
back up the water of White River 
a total of 65 stream length mile... 
Lake Would Divide County. 
The dam would be in Taney 
County, about a mile and a half 
east of the Stone-Taney County 
line. Almost the entire length of 


the lake, however, would be in 


Stone County, entirely across which 
it would extend. The county thus 
would be divided into two parts 
by the lake, and it is over wheth- 
er the lake shall or shall not be 
bridged that the controversy very 
largely centers. 

The county now has two bridges 
across White River and one across 
the James River near its conflu- 
ence with the White. All these 
would be submerged by the pro- 
posed lake. 

The bridge principally used is

The State has no voice, 
except that it exercises the per- 
funcatory right to issue or 
withhold certificates of conven- 
fence and necessity for con- 
structions such as powerhouses 
and distribution lines. 

The theory is that the rights 
of the public are protected in 
two ways. One is the clause 
in the Federal act which limits 
the grant to 50 years and pro- 
vides for public purchase at the | 
actual cost of development. The 
other is that the State shall 
have the right to regulate the 
price charged for power de- 
veloped in the rivers. 

Experience has been that 
both clauses are futile and in- 
effective. Public utilities have

As for the right of the State 
to fix rates for hydro-electric 
power, there again appeals are 
taken to the Federal courts. 

Moreover, if the power at any 
powersite is carried from one 
state to another, both Federal 
and state governments lose the 
last vestige of control, a gap in 
regulation made clear by Sen- 
stor Walsh in urging the neces- 
sity for the present Federal 
Trade Commission investigation 
of the electric industry. 

The Federal Government 
charges nothing for the water 
power it turns over to private 
interests and the state has no 
authority to charge anything.

‘*Racketeers” 


Two representatives of 
“racketeers” who are said te be

day. 
A member of the St. Louis Clean-

= SMITH OBITS TO 
PART IN ORY MOVE

Declares “‘Shot” of Him Sign- 
ing Enforcement Repeal Is 
Not Genuine. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—Gov. 
Smith registered his strong objec- 
tion yesterday to being depicted in 


prohibition propaganda motion pic- 
tures producéd for exhibition by Y. 
M. C. A. and church organizations. 
One such film, “Deliverance,”’ pur- 
ports to show the Governor signing 
the bill repealing the Mullen-Gage 
State enforcement act. 

His participation tn the picture 
was made possible by inclusion of 
a scene clipped from an old news 
reel. What he was actually doing 
when the news picture was taken, 
according to members of his staff, 
was signing an income tax bill. 

George Graves, secretary to ~ the 
Governor, said he had notified mo- 
tion picture producers that it was 
“a legal offense” to use news reel 
photographs of tke Governor in 
connection with “@s@@es, situations 
and episodes in wifch the Governor 
took no part.” He demanded that 
all requests for the sale of news- 
reel “shots” of the Governor should 
be submitted to him. 

The Stanley Educational Cor- 
poration, producer of “Deliver- 
ance,” explained that sections of 
the film showing Gov. Smith had 
been bought from stock libraries 
which customarily deal in such 
material and that the libraries 
presumably bought their material 
from news reel companies. 

After *a conference with George 
R. .Van Namee, pre-convention 
campaign manager for the Gov- 
ernor, it was learned the producer 
eliminated from the picture one 
scene showing Gov. Smith leaving 
the “Mullan-Gage” scene as the 
Governor’s only participation. 

“And it may be,” a representa- 
tive of the producer’ explained, 
“that there may be nothing of Gov. 
Smith in the picture when it is 
finally released.” 

The film is based on the prohi- 
bition writings of Prof. Irving 
Fisher of Yale and, according to 
the Stanley company, was pro- 
duced “on order’ of Robert E. 
Corrivini of 150 Fifth avenue. 
At headquarters of the Y. M. C. 
A. it was said the organization was 
ready to book the film for exhi- 
bition and that it “soon” would be 
released in New York. 


OTHER DOCTORS DENY VALUE 
OF DR. MANNING'S **CURE” 


Trial of Physician Accused of Pre- 
scribing Narcotics Illegally, 
Nears Its End. 

The so-called “cure’’ for nar- 
cotics addicts: which Dr. Thomas 8. 
Manning described yesterday to 
justify his wholesale dealings in 
narcotics prescriptions were scout- 
ed as ineffectual by Dr. T. A. Mar- 
tin of. the Metropolitan Building, 
and Dr. O. E. Smith of 3852 West 
Pine boulevard, who were called 
today as defense witnesses in Dr. 
Manning's sixth trial for violating 
the Harrison anti-narcotic act, be- 

fore Federal Judge Davis. 

Both physicians declared they 
considered no cure effective unless 
accompanied by confinement. Dr. 
Manning had sought to defend the 
issuance of 3000 prescriptions for 
70,000 grains of morphine and co- 
caine between June 1 and Sept. 
29,°1927, on the grounds that he 
merely wished to sustain his pa- 
tients until they could afford to 
take one of his reduction “cures.” 

The case probably will go to the 
jury today, following arguments. 
The 65-year-old physician is 
charged in 13 counts with issuing 
illegal ‘prescriptions on each count 
the maximum penalty is 10 years’ 


limprisonment. During 10 years, 


Dr. Manning has been tried five 
times, twice freed and three times 
convicted but subsequently freed 
on reversals. He served a year in 
.Leavenworth prison; pending ap- 
peal of his .jast sentence, and was 
released in the spring of 1927.

Stage Here Goes Up 7.8 Feet 
in 24 Hours to 24.1, With 
26.6 Expected Tomorrow. 


The Mississippi, Missouri and 
other rivers in the vicinity of St. 
Louis are continuing to rise, as a 
result oft he recent heavy rains, 
and the lower Missouri is goings 
into a small flood, which js not 
expected to cause serious trouble, 
although at a somewhat higher 
stage than its rises usually attain. 

Forecasts concerning the rivers 
are based on the water in sight, but 
inasmuch as more rain is indicated, 
the Weather Bureau forecaster says 
even higher levels may be reached 
in some places. 

At So. Louis this morning, the 
Mississippi reached 24.1 feet, a rise 
of 7.8 feet in the last 24 hours, and 
a stage of 26.6 feet is predicted for 
tomorrow afternoon, but flood level 
is 30. However, a considerable part 
of the bare levee will be covered by 
the swollen current. At Alton, the 
morning reading was 18.9 feet. a 
rise of 7.1, but flood mark is 21. 
Grafton had 12. 5, a rise of 4.5, and 
flood is 18. 

From Louisiana, Mo., to Grafton, 
the Mississippi will rise until to- 
morrow night, then become _sta- 
tionary. From Alton to Cape Gir- 
ardeau it will continue rising, 
reaching 21 feet at Alton tomor- 
row and 28 feet at Chester, III, 
Saturday. 

While the Missouri River is g0- 
ing to fall above Hermann, where 
it Was at 23.7 feet this morning— 
a rise of 3.8 feet, “with flood stage 
21—its rise between Hermann and 
St. Louis will continue until to- 
morrow and the somewhat exces. 
sive stage of 30.5 at St. Charles 
is predicted for tomorrow. This 
will be the crest there. The read- 
ing this morning was 29. 4, or 4.4 
feet over flood level. 
chiefly of the less important bot- 
tomlands, of St. Louis and St. 
Charles Counties are inundated. 

A fall in the Meramec is antici- 
pated to begin late tonight, ex- 
cept that backwater near the 
mouth wil! prevent a drop there 
for the next several days. The 
flood in this stream in the vicinity 
of Pacific is about ended. At Val- 
ley Park, this morning’s stage was

Train service to and from St. 
Louis, which had been interrupted 
by washouts on a number of rail- 
roads, was back to normal today, |. 
except for the Frisco Railway, 
which is repairing a temporary 
bridge over River Des Peres con- 
struction work west of Kingshigh- 
way. This has caused temporary 
annulment of suburban trains and 
the rerouting of through trains 
over the Missouri Pacific to Val- 
ley Park and to Horine, Mo. The 
bridge may be _ fixed by night. 
Most of the Missouri State high- 
ways which had been blocked by 
high water, causing much incon- 
venience to traffic, also are open 
again. 

About $25, 000 damage to the 
River des Peres sewer construction 
work, which must be borne by the 
contractor, was caused by Tuesday 
night’s rain. A wall of earth be- 
tween the old channel and excava- 
ticn for the new tube was broken. 
A sha:t for reaching another new 
s?-wer, at Whittier street and West 
Eelle avenue, was flooded and is 
being pumped out. Wood block 
ravements all over the city, 
washed up by the rain, are being 
repaired, Instead of repairing De 
Baliviere avenue, from Delmar 
boulevard to Lindell drive, where 
this type of pavement has caused 
frequent trouble, the city is ar- 
ranging to have it asphalted im- 
mediately.

PLANS TO. CROSS HICKORY 
WITH SOFT SHELL PECAN 


BAKER, Ark.—The lowly hick- 
ory, which produces a hard and 
unpalatable nut from which the 
meat is extracted with difficulty, 
but which is found everywhere 
in the mountain section here, may | 
soon be producting quantities of 
very marketable nuts if’ experi- 
ments being made here come up 
to expectations. H. O. Ames, who 
represents the American Agricul. 
tural Chemical Co., recently gave a 
demonstration of budding paper 
shell pecans on hickory at the H. 
G. Treece farm near Baker. 

A number of young hickory trees 
were budded with buds from pa- 
per shell pecans of the Stewart 
variety. The buds were taken 
from a tree in Fort Smith by 
Ames. 

There has been some difficulty 
experienced in this section in get- 
ting paper shell pecan trees “to 
thrive. Five years ago J. E. Car- 
nahan put out 1000 trees of that 
variety on his farms here, but only 
a few have survived. On the other 
hand, hickory is the hardiest tim- 
ber known here. Even when a 
hickory tree is girdled and cut 
down, new sprouts come from the 
roots, so it is almost impossible 
to kill out the trees. Ames says 
the grafting has been a success 
wherever tried. If .the grafting 
proves a success here, the hickory 
sprouts, which have taken many 
old fields here, will prove a biéss-

Sometimes large communities 
are agitated by a series of letters, 
like the famous wave of “Black 
Hand” letters which flooded New 
York several years ago. Or they 
may be about purely family mat- 
ters, to be dealt with privately. 

Mr. Haring told of such a case 
that was brought to him. The 
family and neighbors of a wom- 
an had received scandalous let- 
ters about he® from an unknown 
and apparently illiterate person. 
Guesswork as to their authorship 
having failed, they came to Mr. 
Haring for professional advice. The 
letters were brought in for his ex- 
amination, and as in the case of 
Mrs. Tugwell the postal authorities 
set a trap of microscopically 
marked stamps. The _ result of 
both investigations pointed indubi- 
tably to one man, a respected citi- 
zen and a member of the woman’s 
own family. Even in the face of 
facts the family were incredulous. 
They could not believe that he 
would deliberately foul his own 
nest. After an hour of denial he 
broke down and confessed that he 
had written the letters for re- 
venge. 

OTIVES of jeaiousy and re- 
Meerse usually actuate the fe- 

male anonymous letter writer. 
Wives occasionally use this means 
to warn straying husbands. 

“Only a short time ago,” Mr. 
Haring said, ‘‘a prominent man 
came to me with several anony- 
mous letters which he had re- 
ceived, containing warnings against 
his secretary. J confirmed his sus- 
picions that they were in the 
handwriting of his own wife.” 

A change of slant is a favorite 
disguise with anonymous letter 
writers. Often educated persons 
will assume illiteracy—misspelling 
purposely and using obvious mis- 
takes in grammar. Or they may, 
depend on a different pen from 
the one ogdinarily used, and try 
printing instead of long hand. Rut 
even if the handwriting is dis- 
guised, the authors may yet un- 
wittingly write their names on 
every page.

The poison-pen 
writer is not apt to keep carbon 
copies for reference.” 

Mr. Haring pointed out the ease | 
with which a question mark can | 
be detected, since no two people 
make a question mark alike. And. 
a typewriter can be as easily traced | 
as long hand. Every make of 
typewriter has its own peculiar 
form of letters, and as the machine 
is used thees letters acquire cer- 
tain peculiarities and defects 
through which their identity may 
be established. A “battered old 
typewriter” figured in the Max- 
well poison-pen case in 1923, and 
a Remington machine helped to 
trace Loeb and Leopold. 


RIMINOLOGISTS recognize a 


curious impulse that’ drives 

some people to confess anony- 
mously to crimes they never com- 
mitted. Another class of these 
letter writers indulge their sadistic 
tendencies in the refined cruelty

“Pin a red carnation in your 
bosom to meet agent after 8 p. 
m. Walk slowly on Lenox avenue, 
between 130th and 139th streets, 
stonoping three minutes at each in- 
tersection. An agent will quietly 
accost you and convey you to my 
residence. Whisper password, 
Sweetheart.” 

It suggested the work of some 
national gang of white slavers. An 
exhaustive search for the author 
went on for three years. A constant 
watch was kept on mail boxes. 

Finally the watch on the mail 
boxes had results. And as he was 
in the act of mailing his latest 
batch of mash notes, the detec- 
tives nailed their man. He was 
Oliver Dillon, a slender mulatto 
with red-dyed hair. When they 
arrested him a sorry smile crossed 
his face. 

“You got me,” he said. “That’s 
the end of a lot of pleasure for 
me.” 


Dillon proved to be no trafficker 


in women. He lived in seclusion, 
the humble caretaker of a Negro 
apartment house. Night after 
night he sat in his basement room 
writing the letters which he mailed 
all over the country to women 
whose addresses he had picked up. 
The long police hunt was“due to 
the fact that Dillon never once 
ventured out of his rooms at night 
to see whether the objects of his 
attention kept the rendezvous. 

Anonymous letters are occasion- 
ally the work of a practical joker. 
Rarely does the writer adopt the 
mask of anonymity for the pur- 
pose of giving good advice. The 
intent is generally evil, and the 
letters carry either abuse and ob- 
scenities, or threats of arson, kid- 
naping or murder.
